The amendment filed on July 19, 2004 is considered non-compliant because it has failed to meet the requirements of 37 C.F.R. '

correction of the following item(s) is required. Only the corrected section of the non-compliant amendment document must be 
resubmitted (in its entirety), e.g., the entire "Amendments to the claims" section of applicant's amendment document must be re- 
submitted.

The amendments to the claims are non-compliant for the following reasons: 

a) The text of Claims 13 and 14 is not the previously pending text as filed on July 3, 2003 (see attached copy of that amendment 
filed by Applicant). In line 2 of the claims, "encoding a protein" is missing, and in claim 13, line 3, the "AND" should not be in 
capital letters. 

b) The text of Claim 40 is not the previously pending text as filed on July 3, 2003. The phrase "comprising a nucleic acid" is 
previously pending as —comprising the nucleic acid—, and the marked through claim numbers are not as previously pending which 
were —1, 2, 3, 9, 10, 12, 13, 14, and 21™. 

c) In original Claim 44, the term "Streptomyces" is in italics.
